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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1 ) The applicants explained in their last 
response that the claim 1 invention "covers the influence of coating parameters during coating application on optical properties when 
predicting the optical appearance of a coated three-dimensional substrate (generating a computer image) from optical measurements 
taken on coated test panels," and cited a section of the specification to support their claim. However, this concept of coating parameters 
influencing coating application on optical properties when predicting the optical appearance of a coated 3D substrate, etc., needs to be in 
the claims as well as the specification. (2) The applicants also asserted that the examiner failed to make a prima facie case of 
obviousness in rejecting claim 1 because they define the parameters of the coating appjication as "conditions under which the test panel is 
coated" and reasoned that one of ordinary skill in the art would understand coating parameters according to the present invention to be, 
for example, the application, drying and curing of coating, not the physical properties of the coating as disclosed in Numata et al. (U.S. 
Pat. No. 6,539,325). However, MPEP 2111, section I (May 2004 edition) states that (a) ordinary, simple English words whose meaning is 
clear and unquestionable , absent any indication that their use in a particular context changes their meaning, are construed to mean 
exactly what they say, and there is nothing in claim 1 to distinguish coating parameters as conditions rather than physical properties, (b) 
Moreover, this same section of the MPEP also states that words in a claim are not limited in their meaning by what is disclosed or shown 
in the specification, so "coating parameters" can be construed not only to mean conditions, but also physical properties. Therefore the 
rejections still stand. 
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
